Fearing slavery, and mind¬ 
ful of the possible need to buy his freedom, Vaillant immediately swallowed the 
collection of twenty ancient gold coins he was carrying. The corsair departed, 
however, without molesting anyone, and an urgent consultation of doctors fol¬ 
lowed, as to the best way to retrieve the coins. Opinion being divided between 
an emetic and a purgative, poor Vaillant was left to recover his coins at the rate 
nature herself permitted—which he duly accomplished, afterwards selling them 
to his friend Dufour from Lyon.

Pages 15-24 pertain to National Bank Notes 
or “National Currency,” with full-page descriptions of the same denominations 
and pages 25-35 comprise the same information on Series of 1869 Treasury 
Notes. The two following pages duplicate, in red ink, the decorative gilt title 
stamping found on “The American Bond Detector” and “Heath’s Infallible 
Counterfeit Detector... Banking & Counting House Edition,” the former offered 
for sale at $16, the latter for $5 (this price is printed; the Bass copy has here $6 
entered by hand). On the inside back cover, similar information, printed in 
two colors, is found for the Pocket Edition, “containing fifteen beautiful Steel 
engravings, being impressions from the Government Plates,” priced at $3.

The author writes in the preface: “The 
design of this work is to give an account of the legally authorized coinage of the 
United States of America during the periods of their colonial history and their 
existence as a united republic. Nothing as comprehensive has heretofore been 
attempted, nor is there any separate publication on either our colonial or early 
federal coinage. The materials have been collected by consulting early periodi¬ 
cals, congressional and legislative documents and other works, and through 
an extensive correspondence with gentlemen in other states. In the concluding 
chapter is given a catalogue of pieces which have been neither legally issued, 
nor can they, with one or two exceptions, be considered as tradesmen’s tokens, 
but were the inventions of individuals, sometimes proposed as specimens or 
patterns of coinage for the newly formed republic.... The modern coinage of 
the United States having been quite fully exhibited in the valuable treatise by 
Messrs. Eckfeldt and Du Bois, it has been deemed expedient not to repeat the 
engravings contained in that work.”

At 90oo F.C. Boyd,” half dollars, including 1796 and 
1797s, commemorative halves, quarters and minor silver coins, proof sets 1858— 
1915 inclusive, historical medals. United States gold coins, paper money, “Bible 
coins,” ancient Roman and European coins, etc. His library included a “1873 - 1st 
edition” Crosby, large cent titles, etc. Also present here is a detailed handwritten 
analysis by Bob Vail on several sheets of note paper, tracing the cent and half cent 
collections to Joseph H. Wright, a Trenton, New Jersey collector, who acquired 
them largely in the first quarter of the twentieth century; thence to Housel, who 
appears to have held them circa 1930-1950. Ownership appears to be uncertain 
thereafter but in the June 1967 New Netherlands 59th sale, both collections were 
sold. Vails notes also include prior pedigrees, including those of Smith, Wilson, 
Stickney, Wetmore, Leeds.

This is the second state of the first edition, with a revised title page 
and with the eight pages of testimonials (one dated April 1879) bound in after 
the text. A resident of New York City, Loubat inherited a considerable fortune, 
and a 1878 review from the New-York Sun notes that, “instead of squandering 
his life in social or profligate idleness, devote(d) it to the manly sport of yacht¬ 
ing and to the study of that branch of numismatics which deals with medals.” 
Loubat was also an early benefactor of American historical and numismatic 
research and, as the title suggests, was an inveterate “joiner.” Cleveland Amory’s 
1960 Who Killed Society ? contains a most entertaining account of Loubat’s 
famous 1881 brouhaha with the Union Club of New York. He had recently be¬ 
come one of ten lifetime members after tendering a payment of $1,000. Verbally 
sparring at the club with a certain Henry Turnbull on the merits of matrimony, 
Loubat responded to the query of why he was not married: “Nobody would 
have me. I am not rich enough.” Turnbull then inquired why he did not marry 
a certain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. Loubat allegedly replied: 
“Why should I marry her when I’ve been trying for ten years to — her daugh 
ter?” The word or phrase used by the Duke was never made public but he was 
deemed to be no longer a gentleman and was expelled from the Club. At one 
point in the controversy Loubat was prepared to challenge Turnbull to a duel. 
Eventually reinstated after litigation in 1886, Loubat never again passed through 
the Union Club door, though he lived until 1927.

He had at 
least three strikes against him: 1) he was an immigrant Jew in a then-gentile 
hobby; 2) he was located in Fort Worth, Texas, at a time when 95 percent of the 
business was done on the East Coast; and 3) Lilliputian in stature and colorless 
in terms of personality, he adopted a business plan that relied on creativity and 
promotion. Quite obviously, Mehl did not realize that he was licked before he 
started. He just knew that it was a lot more fun to sell coins than to sell shoes. 
From there, he took it one step at a time.” Mehl solved his problems with a mas¬ 
sive advertising program, the likes of which had never been seen before in the 
numismatic community. His advertising in numismatic publications was fairly 
routine for a major dealer of the time though his direct mailings to coin collec¬ 
tors were extensive. Mehl’s advertising in the most popular national publica¬ 
tions, however, was unparalleled. He became the most famous American coin 
dealer ever and did more to popularize coin collecting among the masses than 
any other person, before or since. Of his numismatic publications, Mehls ubiq¬ 
uitous Rare Coin Encyclopedia provided a steady source of income, his Numis¬ 
matic Monthly deservedly brought respectability, and his series of auction sale 
catalogues spanning fifty years allowed him to handle far more than his share 
of the great American coin collections of the day. This group includes a number 
of Mehl’s most important sales: indeed, 22 of the 38 auctions are rated A+, A or 
A- overall by Adams. Some of the most important include those of: B.W. Smith 
(1915); James Ten Eyck (1922); William Forrester Dunham (1941); William C.

“The col¬ 
lection thus made was.. .formally inaugurated, as a part of the Cabinet of the 
Mint, on the 22nd day of February, 1860.. .on which occasion the farewell 
address was read.” This resulting handsomely produced volume thus became 
the first major catalogue of Washington medals. Readers were encouraged by 
Snowden to fill any remaining gaps in the collection. At the close of the pref¬ 
ace the author notes that “This work, in conjunction with the Mint Manual of 
Coins, recently published, completes the description of the objects of interest 
and curiosity collected and exhibited in the Museum or Cabinet of the Mint of 
the United States.”
